Ten't it pretty near time for Mr. Pullman
to discover that he still has the opportunity
to sot in motlon the arbitratlon machinery
that will pescealily end the strike?

The rallroads will reconp themselves for
their losses by saddling Unecle Sam with a
heavy bill of expensea for transporting
troops and muniltions of war. But the
atrikers will have no way to make up their
losses,

One political convention has alrcady heen
knocked out by the strike, as i{s seen In the
postponement of the Jown state republican
gonvention, which was called for July 11,
until two weeks later., The early conventlon
this year s laboring under unsual difficul-
tles,

The register of decds, who is asking for
an Increase in the compensation of his as-
slstants nnd clerks, has ovidently failed to
become Imbued with the prevalent spirit of
rotrenchment. If one county officlal sue-
geeds in ralsing the salurles of his subordi-
nates it will not be lmg before all the others
make strenuous efforts to follow his exaniple,

Perhaps President Cleveland is afrald that
eongress might seek to share the glory of
“putting Jown the strike' if he should ask
for advice or suggest that it provide a rem-
edy by legislation for the pending labor
difficulties. The prosident seems to forget
that there are three co-ordinate departments
of the federal government and not ope only,

Republicans of Nebraska will have no time
this year for a defensive campaign. If
they nominate clean, capable men they will
sweep the state, If they load themselves
down with tattooed candidates whose un-
savory records call for apology and  ex-
planntion they will have an np-hill work from
atart to finksh, with the odds beavily against
them.

It seems quile probable that the courts

The report has reached reatlroad Head.

Justice Brewer has reaclied a
the maximum rate bill
pased by the Jast legislalure will ba de-
clared uneonstifutional. The grounds for
the decislon zre aaid te be becauss the bill
has not been road in full on each of the
threo stages of (b8 pansage through both
houses, and, furthermore, because the bill
does not define the manner in which the
courts shnll determine whether the
rates are conflscntory. It would hardly be
profitable for ux to discuss the grounds al-
to be set forth In the @ecislon of
Justice Drewer until aftér the opinlen has
heen formally  promulgated. Inasmuch ns
the Iaw lian heen hung up in the courls ever
ila pass and the rallroads have
defiantly disregirded the Inw up to this
tinie, no very serions effoct will be felt by
the shippers If the law ls declared invalid.
The probabilities are that an appeal will
be talien to the Unlied States supreme court
40 as (0 gel a definlle expression from that
the pointa invelved.

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THE HOUSE CONFEREES.

Bpenker Crisp pursued the usual course in
appointing Lhe members of the con-
ference cotnmittes, melecting them from the
ways and means committee according to
their rank. This takes from the south all
the demoeratle members, of the eonference
eommittee on the part of the honse. It had
been urged that nt least one member of the
mujority should be tiken from the north
and it would bhave Leen judicious to do this,
although it wonld have necessitated a de-
parture from the unlform practice, but the
speaker could not be induced to change from
the uniform practice, and so the soutl, which
also has a majority of the senate members
of the conference commitiee, will determine
the ultimate form of the tariff bl

It is sald that the mors rodical tariff re-
formers In Lhe house are confldent of thelr
power to foree the senate to recede on every-
thing of importance because of the great
perliamentary advantage they enjoy. The
genate has lost all power to prevent the en-
actment of the bill. No vote will ever be
taken on the bill as amended by the sep-
arate reports of the confercoce committee,
Each {tem of MMeagreement will be voted
upon, but tt is believed that a majority can
be secureéd In favor of cutting down the
senate rates, restoring coal and iron ore to
the free list and wiping out the discriminat-
Ing duty on refined sugar, if each proposition
is submitted geparately to the senate. It is
slated that the sugar men bave discovered
that they may lose the differentinl duty by
a vole of Gty or sixty against five and still
have no power left to defeat the bill except
by stubbarnly refusing to permit agreement
on subsequent amendments. The only way
for them to kill the bill is by persisting in
disagreement over some amendment until
the expiration of the present congress, and
aven then the muajority in the house would
have the power to pull the ground from un-
der their feet by accepting the amendment.
The senate in that cnse could take no vote
and would have absolutely no control over
the situation, since it has passed the bill
and submitted its amendments to the house.
If the house conferces will accept a duty
on sugar and the sennte confereses will
abundon the differential duty on refined, it
Is belloved that nothing ecan prevent the ac-
coptance of such n schedule by a majority
of both houses,

The fight in the eonference committee, all
admit, will be over the sugar schedule, and
It is the opinlon of those who have the best
opportunity for forming an intellgent judg-
ment, that there will be a modification of
that schedule, Chairman Wilson of the
ways and means committee has been out-
spoken in his opposition to it and MeMillan
and Turner, also of the conferees, are un-
deratood to be no less hostile to the arrange-
ment regarding sugar made by the senate,
It 18 sald that In this they represent the
view of a majority of the democrats of the
houss, They are in favor of free sugar and
are especlally hostile to the plan of glving
more protection to the Sugar trust by which
it will be enabled to largely increass ts
alrendy enormous profits, It is Impossible
to say how long the contest In the com-
mittee will lInst, but it is very likely to he
prolonged. The senate fixed August 1 as
the date at which the bill shall go into ef-
fecl, but it Is not expected that it will be-
come law before that time. At any rate the
industries of the country know what to
look for, except as two or three schodules,
and It is only the treasury that will now
suffer from delay.

OUTLNEK FOR CURRENCY LEGISLATION.

It would seem that the democrats Iln con-
gress have renched the conclusion that they
cannot agree on any plan for changing the
currency system and have decided to allow
the subject to rest for the present, Sinece
the defeat of the praposal to repeal uncon-
ditionally the 10 per cent tax on state bank
Issues no effort has been made to do any-
thing further with the eurrency questlon,
and but one mensure relating to this subjeet
has been introduced, This Is the bill of
Representalive Baker of Kansas, which s
unliue. It provides for twelve United States
government bank generals, who are to recelve
$10.000 a year and to serve twelve years,
at the expiration of which time they are
to be rotired on $5.000 salaries, to run as
long us they lve, Four generals are to
be ehosen by popular every four
yeurs, and Lhese bank generals are to con-
stitute » bureay 1o hiave charge of the now
banking system which the wcheme provides
This system Is to consist of a government
state bank in every stale capital ¢lty, with
branches in all cities of 10,000 population
and upwards. All of the oficials of the
stite banks are to be elected by the people,
and the buildings of such banks are to he
constructed by the United States, When
A bank has been bullt and the oficers elected
a8 provided for, an amount of legal tender
money to deubls the cest of the building—
the cost being proportioned to population—
will be lssued to It by the secretury of the
treasury on the approval of the all-powertul
bank generals.  This money Is to be loaned
ut 4 per oest. An elaborate force of na-
tional and state Inkpectors Is provided to
muke frequent examinaions and to report
to the bank generals.

Of course this scheme will never receive
and copslderation, and I t8 relerred to sim-
ply as am llustration of some of the singu-
lar notions that prevall n eongress on tLhis
subject, Absurd as Mr. Baker's bill Is, it

Is hardly more wo (han some others that
huve been Introduced In this congress. It
mppearn that the hanking and currency com-
mittee in giving no attention at all to the
currency gquestion. A subcommittes was
appelnted some time ago to formulate A
plan and put it into the shape of a hill for
pubmivslon to the full committes, but the
members of the subtommities are far apart
in thelr wviews, with pearcely a poxsibllity
of getting together. It haa been demaoh-
strated that the bank tax cannot be uncon-
dtionally repenled by this congress, and
those who are In favor of such repeal will
not agree to anything else. Especlally are
they opposed to any plan which involves
superyislon by the natlonal authorities of
state banks, inxlsting that the federal gov-
ernment hae no constitutional right to Inter-
fors in the remotest degree with banking
institutions organized under state laws,

This being the situation, It s probably sale
th say that thers will ba no currency legls-
latlon at the present sesalon of congreas,
though undoubtedly a very carnest effort
will be made to do something In this line
At the next wsession. The democrals nre
undouttedly anxions to Include currency leg-
imlation In the record of the Fifty-third
econgress, and a majority of them especially
desire to utrike a blow at the nutional bank-
Ing system, The tlme I8 drawing near
when there will have to be currency legisla-
tion, but the country can walt for a congriss
more competent to deal with this important
guestion than the present one.

CONTRACT LADULR LaAW VIOLATIONS,

A roport by the superintendent of Immi-
gration on the wiolation of the contract
lubor law, just sent to congress by Secre-
tary Carllsle In response to a resolution of
Inguiry passed by the senate, gives some
intereating figures respecting the operations
of that law. While sults were brought since
Mareh 4, 18389, in 439 cases Lo reecover penal-
ties amounting to $342,000, the total amount
recovered was only $75007, and of this
anmount $65,00 wnas remlitted by the presi-
dent or by the Treasury department, Judg-
ment was recorded for the defendants in forty-
five cases, and nincly-seven cases were dis-
miesed or discontinued for want of evidence,
In thirty-nine cnses a nominal flne of $1
was imposed. Of the number of suits men-
tioned only ten were commenced since
March 4, 1803, when the present administra-
tlon  went Into  power. Superintendent
Stump reports that the number of allen
contract labprers debarred since March 4,
1889, was 2,887, of whom over half were
relurned to Europe during the present ad-
ministration.

From these flgures It Is seen that the
contract labor law {s being constantly wio-
lated, but that only one party to the cone
tract is being prosecuted for the violation.
The reason for thig Is, according to the
superintendent, that sufficlent evidence is
nol adduced at the port of entry to warrant
a prosecution of the Iimporter. Such an
excuse, although plausible at first giance,
Is in reality elther a confession of inef-
cient administration of the Immigration
laws, or, what |8 worse yel, an admisslon
that the Immigration officials are them-
selves violating those laws. The econtract
labor law provides penalties for both par-
ties to the contract—for the summary re-
turn of the Immigrant to the port from
which he embarked, and for a fine of $1,000
upon the conviction of the importer. Clearly,
it the evidence s sufficlent to detect the
laborer who comes to this country by virtue
of u contract and to warrant his return
to Furope, it ought mlso to be sufficient to
conviet the party to whom he Is under
contract obligations.

The explanation of thls apparent anomaly
is that the government officials are eager
only to make a record for sending back
defenseless immigrants and not to collect
fines from resident violators of the law.
The statements extorted from aliens, ignor-
ant of our language and of the conssquences
that may follow, would never be received
In a court of law, and hence, If presented
as evidence against the other party to the
contract, are Insuffcient to secure & con-
wviction, But the immigrant inspectors ac-
cept  them. The poor Immigrant ls de-
tained, arralgned before a board composed
of contract Iabor Inspectors, tried without
legal advice, and sentenced to Immedinte de-
portation without an opportunity of appeal to
n eourt that will grant him a judleial bearing.
Even where the Immigrant 18 guilty of con-
travening the law, the Instigator of the
offense, knowing his rights and demanding
an Impartial trial, is acquitted for lack of
evidence, or If convieted, has his fine re-
mitted,

Such a state of affairs certainly demands
some legislative remedy. No nation of our
protensions ought to treat the helpless im-
migrant In so barbarous a fashion. The
immigrant cannot be presumed to Know
our laows, as s the Importer of contract
labar, The offender who violates the law In
ignoranee should have treatment at least
#qual to that aeccorded the Importer who
violates it knowingly and willfully.

What a faree this mdjournment of eon-
gress as a mark of respect to the memory
of deceased members has come to be! Con-
gressman Lisle of Keuntucky died Saturday
‘morning at 6 o'clock. His death must have
been known and anpnounced In Washington
but a few hours later. Yet the bouse met
as usual at the noon hour and procesdsd to
business, taking up the report of the ways
and means commitiee om the tariff and
agreeing to send It o conference. After
everything of Importancs to be done had
been ‘completed, Mr, MeCreary, ot 1:45656, sud-
denly discovered that his colleague had died
and moved an adjournment on that account.
That Is to say, the houss walted untll it
was ready to adjourn and then received the
noews of Mr. Lisle’s death In order that the
adjournment might be moved out of “respect
for his wmemery.” Was ever a formality
maré hollow and insincere?

Ouoe thing that the strike has shown us
to be sadly In need of I8 an acceplable
defipition of what constitutes a mob. Ae-

road property. A mob™ may consist of
two persons or of L000. The Indiscriminate
use of this word s so misleading that it
really ponveys no definite ldea. Mobs are
becoming altoguiher too common,

This would undoubtedly in the first
place have a great effect for good upon the
spirit of the empleyes and thelr general
attitude in relatlon to thelr work and the
publie service. It would in the second place
offer a practicable means of peacefully sot-
ting such disputes as may arise. It wonld
in the third place justify the government In
denving to the men the right to conspire to-
gether to stop thae speérations of the roads in
order to force a conceseion from the man-
agers. Some such provision must be made
in behalf of the wuninterrupted running of
the rallways and of the publie peace and
comfort.
